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Ye Must 
Be 
Born Again

John 3:7, “Marvel not that I said unto thee, Ye 
must be born again.” 


AID D. L. MOODY, “I was twenty years old be- 

S fore I ever heard a sermon on regeneration. I 

was always told to be good; but you might as 
well tell a black man to be white, as to tell him to be 
good without telling how. You might as well tell a 
Slave to be free, but that would not make him free. 
We are a bad lot—the whole of us—by nature. It is 
astonishing how the devil blinds us and makes us think 
we are so naturally good. Don’t talk to me about peo- 
ple being naturally good. We are naturally bad, the 
whole of us. The first man born of a woman was a 
murderer. Sin leaped into the world full grown, and 
the whole race has been bad all the way down. I 
have heard of reform, reform, until I am tired and 
sick of the whole thing. It is regeneration by the pow- 
er of the Holy Ghost that we need.” 

Modern liberal theology of today denies the impor- 
tance of the new birth. It is not in accord with their 
teachings, that man is by nature good. They say that 
man may attain perfection by natural growth, and 
deny the radical evil of the human race. They assume 
that our nature is a good seed which needs only fav- 
orable external influences of moisture and sunshine to 
bring forth good fruit. But human nature is a dam- 
aged seed, and what comes of it will be decayed and 
stunted like itself. The doctrine of mere development 
denies God’s holiness, man’s sin, the need of Christ, 
the necessity of the atonement, the work of the Holy 
Spirit, and the justice of a penalty. 

A radical change is requisite in every human soul. 
Holiness cannot be attained by a merely natural 
growth or development, since man’s natural tenden- 
cies are wholly in the direction of selfishness. There 
must be a reversal of his inmost dispositions and prin- 
ciples of action, if he is to see the kingdom of God. 
We cannot cure the barren tree by giving it new bark 
or new branches. It must have new sap. Healing 
snakebite is not killing the snake. Frost cannot be 
removed from the windowpane simply by scratching it 
away; you must raise the temperature of the room. It 





is just so important that we be “born again,” or we 
cannot see the kingdom of God. 

The importance of the new birth follows from what 
Scripture teaches us concerning the natural condi- 
tion of man. Man has a sinful and depraved nature. 
He is morally depraved. Moral depravity consists in 
selfishness; in a state of voluntary committal of the 
will to self-gratification. It is a refusal to consecrate 
the whole being to the highest well-being of God 
and the universe, and consecrating it to the gratifi- 
cation of self. Moral depravity is a sinfully com- 
mitted state of the will to self-indulgences. Therefore, 
it surely is impossible that a world of unholy and self- 
ish beings should be happy, and it is impossible that 
heaven should be made up of such unholy and selfish 
beings. 

Holiness is the indispensable condition of securing 
divine favor, attaining peace of conscience, and en- 
joying fellowship with God. The condition of man is by 
nature both in disposition and act, exactly the op- 
posite of that holiness which is so indispensable. Man 
is described as dead through trespasses and sins, and 
this condition calls for nothing less than a restora- 
tion to life. If God demands holiness, and man is not 
holy, then there must be a change in the individual. 
A radical internal change is necessary, a change by 
which the whole disposition of the soul is altered. 


Some men may think they have a “divine spark” 
and have no need of the new birth, but the Bible 
teaches that man is totally helpless without God. You 
must believe in the new birth if you are to believe 
the Word of God. Take the new birth away, and we 
have no way of obtaining favor with God. “Jesus an- 
swered and said unto him, Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, Except a man be born again, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God. Nicodemus saith unto him, How can 
a@ man be born when he is old? can he enter the sec- 
ond time into his mother’s womb, and be born? Jesus 
answered, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a 
man be born of water and of the Spirit, he cannot

enter into the kingdom of God. That which is born 
of the flesh is flesh; and that which is born of the 
Spirit is spirit. Marvel not that I said unto thee, Ye 
must be born again” (John 3:3-7). “Can the Ethiopian 
change his skin, or the leopard his spots? then may 
ye also do good, that are accustomed to do evil?” 
(Jeremiah 13:23). “So then they that are in the flesh 
cannot please God” (Romans 8:8). “For I know that 
in me (that is, in my flesh,) dwelleth no good thing” 
(Romans 7:18). The mind is so darkened that we can- 
not apprehend spiritual truth; the heart is so de- 
ceitful that it cannot welcome God; there is no thought 
of God before the eyes of the natural, sinful man. 

The holiness of God alone is enough to prove the 
importance of the new birth. “Without holiness no 
man shall see God” (Hebrews 12:14); and if holiness 
is not to be attained by any natural development or 
self-effort, then the regeneration of our nature is 
absolutely necessary. This change, which enables us to 
be holy, takes place when we are born again. 

“O Lord God of Israel, thou art righteous: for we 
remain yet escaped, as it is this day: behold, we are 
before thee in our trespasses: for we cannot stand be- 
fore thee because of this” (Ezra 9:15). Man is con- 
scious that he does not have holiness by nature. He 
is conscious, too, that he must have it in order to 
appear before God. The Scriptures corroborate this 
consciousness in man, and, still further, state the 
necessity of such a righteousness with which to ap- 
pear before God. In the new birth alone is the be- 
ginning of such a life to be found. To live the life of 
God, we must have the nature of God. God is so holy 
He cannot look upon sinful man, and if we are to 
have His favor and approval, we must be regenerated 
by the power of the Holy Ghost. 

Not only does the sinfulness of man and the holiness 
of God prove the importance of the new birth, but 
Jesus, when talking to Nicodemus, declared that man 
must be born again in order to be fit for the kingdom 
of God. Jesus demands this in the clearest of terms 
in John 3:3: “Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except 
a man be born again, he cannot see the kingdom of 
God.” This statement is absolute and leaves no room 
for any exception. Paul also discusses the subject and 
demands that man must be born again in order to 
have peace with God. “But the natural man receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit of God: for they are fool- 
ishness unto him: neither can he know them, because 
they are spiritually discerned” (1 Corinthians 2:14). 

“For in Christ Jesus neither circumcision availeth 
anything, nor uncircumcision, but a new creature” 
(Galatians 6:15). No condition, position, sex, age, or 
anything else can exempt anyone from this necessity. 
It is absolute and imperative. Nothing else can take 
its place. Education, morality, religion, orthodoxy, 
baptism, reform; none of these or all of them together 
are sufficient. Not to be born again is to be lost eter- 
nally. There is no substitute for the new birth. You 
must accept this way if you are to be saved from 
eternal damnation. It is impossible to become a Chris- 
tian without believing in the new birth. It is the only 
door to salvation, and if you do not enter there, you 
may not and cannot enter at all. 
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ERHAPS THE GREATEST of the basic func- 

tions of music is worship. It has been said 

that “worship is emotional; music is the lan- 
guage of the emotions; therefore, music is the lan- 
guage of worship. In worship there is no force greater 
than the power of music, which in its divine inspira- 
tion can be a stronger force than the spoken word” 
(Guideposts for Ministers of Song). 

It is generally argued that music prepares one for 
worship. We can go even farther than that and say 
that certain Spirit-inspired music is a means of wor- 
ship within itself. Worship should make us God- 
conscious instead of self-conscious, and therefore en- 
able us to take in strength from contact with God so 
that we may go out to live by His will and serve 
His purposes in human society. Nothing will cause us 
to forget about ourselves any more than listening to 
Spirit-inspired music. Greater still is the force when 
we participate in singing hymns of praise unto God. 

There is no force greater than the power of music, 
to be used in causing people to forget themselves. 
The church should make the greatest use possible 
of this very powerful force in its fight against 
evil. Music was given to man as a means to aid in the 
worship and service of Christ. God never intended for 
music to be used to degrade man. 

Music will draw us heavenward if it is the right 
kind of music, performed in such a manner as to 
make us God-conscious. Too often, music that is per- 
formed in church directs our attention to the music 
itself or to the one who is doing the performing. 
When this is true, the act of worship cannot take 
place. Just because music is performed in church does 
not make it church music. The ideal music of worship 
should wring from the hearer the cry, “How good and 
how great is the Lord God!” instead of “How good 
this music makes me feel or how wonderful the sing- 
ers performed this morning!” 

In a sermon preached by Lavington, September 8, 
1725, on the influence of church music, we find these 
words, “Music is a twoedged sword; capable of quelling 
the passions, and of giving a mortal wound to vir- 
tue and religion, and therefore should always be in 
sober hands—quick and powerful, and penetrating the 
minutest parts of the body, and inmost recesses of the 
spirit, when employed under the banners of religion; 
but likewise searching and irritating every evil

thought, and intention of the heart, when debauch’d 
into the service of immorality and profaneness. What 
ought to kindle a devout affection, may blow up 
every evil desire into a flame, may be the fuel and 
incentive of vice.” 


Such a powerful force as music should never be 
in the hands of those who are not sincere. Sincerity 
must be the basis of all church music. The music in 
the hands of an insincere person can be used as an 
instrument of Satan. The musical part of our worship 
services oftentimes are perverted by Satan to his own 
use. Satan knows of the power of music, and he is 
constantly making use of it. He knows that he can 
not lure Christians into places of iniquity to listen to 
his music, so he comes to church and tries to pervert 
the music there. He is constantly seeking means to 
keep people from worshiping God. If he can get into 
the arrangements of the musical program, then he 
has won a victory. If Satan can succeed in causing the 
song leader to draw attention to himself instead of 
lifting the name of Jesus up, a victory has been won. 
If he can cause the choir to be half prepared or if 
he can cause the special groups or soloists to select 
songs that will glorify self instead of pointing souls 
to God, he has won another victory. Oftentimes he 
causes people to miss a true blessing from God by 
substituting something that will stir the emotions 
momentarily but will leave the person empty of a real 
blessing. God intended for music to stir our emotions 
in such a way that they can be directed to worshiping 
Him. When a song leader can cause people to forget 
themselves and sing praises unto God, their emotions 
are stirred and under Spirit-inspired leadership their 
attentions can be directed toward worshiping God. 
This kind of song leader can be an effective instru- 
ment in the hands of God. 

The major objective of preaching should not be a 
great sermon, but a new man in Christ Jesus. The 
major objective of singing should not be a lovely song, 
but rather hearts and lives reached for Christ. Much 
preparation should go into the musical part of our 
services. This preparation should be both technical 
and spiritual. 


Gob IS WORTHY of our best. He expects 
our “firstfruits,” the best that we have. This is defi- 
nitely true in the music of our church. We cannot 


expect God to pour out His blessings if we come be- 
fore Him with a half-prepared musical program and 
especially one that is not Christ-centered. There 
should be as much time spent in the preparation of 
the music as there is in the preparation of the ser- 
mon. As much time should be spent in prayer by the 
minister of music as by the minister of the Word. It 
is not logical for the minister of the Word to spend 
years in preparation for his work and hours in prayer 
and study for the preparation of the sermon to be 
delivered on Sunday and then have over half the 
time taken up by music for which very little prepara- 
tion has been made. God is not pleased with such a 
program. 

On the other hand, God has always placed His 
stamp of approval upon well-prepared, Spirit- 
inspired music. A fine example of this is found in 2 
Chronicles 5:11-14. It was on the dedication day of the 
temple. The temple choir and orchestra had spent 
much time in rehearsal and prayer. They were sanc- 
tified for this work. They were chosen because of their 
ability from the Levitical family. They were arrayed 
in white linen and were in their places at the east 
end of the altar. There were 4,000 people participat- 
ing, both vocalists and instrumentalists, and 288 of 
these were teachers and directors. Each had a definite 
job to do. There were also 120 priests sounding with 
trumpets. The Scriptures state that when the priests 
sounded their trumpets and “the trumpeters and sing- 
ers were as one, to make one sound to be heard in 
praising and thanking the Lord; and when they lifted 
up their voice with the trumpets and cymbals and 
instruments of music, and praised the Lord, saying, 
For he is good; for his mercy endureth forever: that 
then the house was filled with a cloud, even the house 
of the Lord; so that the priests could not stand to 
minister by reason of the cloud: for the glory of the 
Lord had filled the house of God.” 

This happened some 4,000 years ago, and it also 
happens today when the singers, instrumentalists, 
preachers, and congregation become as one, to make 
one sound to be heard in praising and thanking the 
Lord. This is what happens in our camp meetings and 
General Assembly when everyone participates in sing- 
ing and worshiping the Lord. The very instant we be- 
come as one in praising and thanking the Lord, the 
Holy Ghost takes over and showers of blessings fall. 
These kinds of services are not accidental; they don’t 
“just happen.” God ordained that preparation be made 
to worship Him, and since music is the language 
of worship, He expects much preparation to be put 
into our musical services. We find that the musicians 
in the Bible were chosen people; they were of the 
Levitical family, appointed to do a specific work for 
which they were full-time workers who gave such 
time as was necessary to perform their duties. Some- 
times this required working day and night. Not only 
were they appointed from the Levitical family, edu- 
cated, and trained and gave all their time, they were 
also consecrated wholly unto the Lord. 

God’s stamp of approval is upon music that 


is rightly performed and also upon the performer 
when he has met God’s conditions. 











“So the people shouted when the priests blew with 
the trumpets: and it came to pass, when the people 
heard the sound of the trumpet, and the people shout- 
ed with a great shout, that the wall fell down flat, 
so that the people went up into the city, every man 
straight before him, and they took the city,” Joshua 
6:20. 


Israel was dead. The people mourned for 

Moses, but even though God’s leaders must 
sometimes die before their task is accomplished, God’s 
work must go on. The great purposes of God shall not 
fail in being accomplished. God had prepared another 
man here to step in the breach and fill the vacancy 
left by the death of Moses. After a period of mourn- 
ing, the Israelites remained encamped on the plains 
of Moab, awaiting the order to advance into the land 
of Canaan. At length the order from God came to 
Joshua, “Arise, go over this Jordan, thou and all 
this people, unto the land which I do give to them, 
even to the children of Israel.”

FALL

Joshua, the son of Nun, was of the tribe of Ephraim. 
He must have been born in Egypt where his parents 
were in slavery. He was nearly forty years of age 
when he shared in the hurried triumph of the exodus. 
Joshua was first mentioned at the battle with Amalek, 
where he led the forces of Israel. He became the serv- 
ant of Moses, accompanying him part of the way up 
Mt. Sinai when the Decalogue was given and also 
attended Moses at the tent of meeting where God gave 
His commands for Israel. He was one of the spies 
sent from Kadesh to view the land of Canaan; and 
along with Caleb gave a good report of the land. 
This resulted in these two men being permitted to en- 
ter the Promised Land, while all the other adults of 
their generation perished in the wilderness. Joshua 
was divinely appointed and ordained as successor of 
Moses, this appointment being recognized with ac- 
clamations by the people, who readily covenanted their 
obedience. When the time of Moses’ death was at 
hand he had given Joshua a solemn charge before 
all Israel. “And Moses called unto Joshua, and said 
unto him in the sight of all Israel, Be strong and of 

















a good courage: for thou must go with this people 
unto the land which the Lord hath sworn unto their 
fathers to give them; and thou shalt cause them to 
inherit it,’ Deuteronomy 31:7. 


Joshua assumed command of the people at Shit- 
tim. The day was appointed for passage of the Jordan. 
The ark of the covenant was borne in solemn state by 
the priests, before the people on their march to the 
river’s brink. No sooner had the feet of the priests 
touched the water than the course of the river at 
that point was stayed. The waters parted, allowing the 
Israelites to go over on dry land in the midst of the 
river’s bed. The priests bearing the ark left the river’s 
bed after Israel had passed over and the waters re- 
sumed their natural course. As a standing memorial 
of this great miracle, twelve large stones from the 
bed of the river were set up in the plain as a sign 
to coming generations. 

When Joshua was one day surveying the strong de- 
fences of Jericho, he was visited by the Captain of 
the Lord’s host. He told Joshua to take off his sandals 
for the ground he was standing on was holy. This 
Person was probably the same one who appeared to 
Moses out of the burning bush. His object was to 
encourage Joshua by directing his attention to the 
fact that he would not take Jericho by his oWn skill 
or that of his forces, but the Lord who had covénanted 
to bestow the land upon them would give victory by 
their dependence upon Him. Joshua had an under- 
standing of the purpose of God. He had the assurance 
that God’s presence would go with him. He had faith 
in the promises of God. It is a good thing to have 
close contact with God in order to meet the crises of 
life. Faith and courage are essential to the battles of 
life which must be encountered in the Christian race. 
An obedient life produces a blessed experience in the 
plan of God. Regardless of how much strife and tur- 
moil the enemy may cause, the eternal God still rules 
in the heavens and His eyes are upon those whose 
hearts are perfect toward Him! 


JERICHO IS CALLED “the city of the 
moon” and also “a fragrant place.” It was surrounded 
by palm trees of many varieties, thickly dotted about 
in pleasant gardens. Jericho was a city of antiquity, 
situated in a plain traversed by Jordan. It was five 
miles west of Jordan where that stream empties into 
the Dead Sea. Its walls were so large houses were 
built upon them. It had an outer wall six feet thick, 
an inner wall twelve feet thick, the two walls fifteen 
feet apart, both about thirty feet high. It was built 
of brick four inches thick and one to two feet long 
with the spaces filled with mud mortar. The two walls 
were linked together with the houses built on top. 

It had a king and town life began here at an ex- 
tremely early age. In the time of Solomon it was a 
flourishing city, exporting spices and balsam. There 
were also figs, rose plants, cypress and many other 
noted plants. It was backed by the heights of the wil- 
derness of Judea and fed by the springs leaping out 
of its hills. Its soil and warm climate were conducive 
to the cultivation of fruit and grains. Josephus says 
it had a wonderful climate scarcely matched any- 


where. No wonder such pleasure-loving personalities 
as Cleopatra and Herod enjoyed wintering at Jericho. 

Under Herod the Great, Jericho rose to importance. 
It was full of treasures of all kinds and had valuable 
revenues. Herod built a fort there, which he named 
Cyprus, in honor of his mother. In the immediate 
vicinity the sons of the prophets sought retirement 
from the world. Elisha healed the spring of water 
here. Over against the city beyond Jordan, Elijah went 
up by a whirlwind into heaven. Joshua made this his 
headquarters after the Israelites’ entry into Canaan. 
It was destroyed by the Israelites but later rebuilt, 
for Jesus visited the city during His ministry. Here 
Jesus restored sight to the blind man. Between Jericho 
and Jerusalem lay the scene of Christ’s story of the 
Good Samaritan. Here, Christ accepted the hospitality 
of Zacchaeus, the publican. 


In spite of its greatness, Jericho was a doomed city 
at the time of Joshua’s conquest. The sentence of 
death had been passed upon the people, yet they were 
still glorying in their strength. Jericho was strongly 
fortified by art and nature, it was shut up so that 
none went out or came in. The people trusted in the 
strength of its walls and their hearts were hardened 
to their own destruction. The inhabitants of Jericho 
could well illustrate the vain efforts of proud sinners 
trying to shut themselves within the walls of their 
own self-righteousness. Many in this age are reveling 
in debauchery, trying to belittle sin by denying it or 
else excusing it. 

God resolved that Israel should be master over Jeri- 
cho. The Lord assured Joshua of victory over the city 











by His arm which was made bare to fight for His 
chosen people. To prove this, means were to be taken 
in the siege of Jericho which would be wholly inef- 
fective under ordinary circumstances. No trenches 
were to be dug or any military preparations made. In- 
stead, the army was directed to march around the 
city in solemn state for six successive days, preceded 
by the ark, before which went seven priests with 
ram’s horn trumpets in their hands. This seemingly 
idle parade possibly aroused the curiosity of the in- 
habitants, who we may believe crowded the walls to 
behold the spectacle. On the seventh day this parade 
was repeated seven times, and at the completion of 
the seventh circuit, the priests blew a long blast with 
their trumpets, the people shouted a tremendous 
shout, and the walls of the strong city fell down flat! 
This was indeed a strange assault; yet God’s power 
was magnified. The ark was a token of the presence 
of God. The inhabitants were exposed, so the Israel- 
ites slew every living creature with the sword, except 
the family of Rahab. 


When Joshua sent men to spy out the land of Jeri- 
cho, Rahab had concealed them from the authorities 
of the land, thus preserving their lives. She had also 
given them the encouraging information that the 
Canaanites were already afraid. “Your terror is fallen 
upon us,” she said, “and all the inhabitants of the 
land faint because of you. As sooh as we had heard 
the things God had done for you, our hearts did melt; 
neither did there remain any more courage in any 
man because of you; for the Lord your God, he is God 
in heaven above and in the earth beneath.” She fore- 
saw the conquest and sought the favor of the con- 
querors. She had endangered her life for the spies, 
now she pled for the preservation of her own. The 
scarlet cord which Rahab used to let the men out her 
window to safety was to be the token of her re- 
demption. She tied the cord out the window so no 
soldier might do violence to the house. This was the 
basis of her safety and also that of her people. Thus, 
Rahab, the harlot, became Rahab the mother of Boaz, 
who was an ancestor of Christ. 


In a spiritual sense the world is in darkness today. 
The race of mankind is under the condemnation of 
sin. The only safety for us is the refuge provided for 
man through faith in the blood of Jesus, which He 
shed for the sins of the world. By faith and not force 
the walls of Jericho fell. By faith and not works we 
receive pardon for sin. It is said that faith thrives 
best in trouble’s waters. The Good Shepherd knows 
which pastures are best for His sheep, and they must 
faithfully follow Him. Remember, we must by many 
tribulations press our way into the kingdom of God. 
We have tasks utterly beyond our unaided strength. 
The only possible effect of human effort is but to 
raise a dust which obscures the view of God’s salva- 
tion. Shrink not from obedience to God’s commands. 
We have a reward awaiting those who are faithful at 
the end of this age. The ones who endure to the end 
are going to be saved. Let us not give up in the battle 
but lean heavily upon the everlasting arms of Jesus, 
in whom we may find a sure refuge.

am happy to report the good work our church 

is doing with our extension department. Every 
first and third Saturday nights our church is in charge 
of the services at the Citrus Center Prison Camp. We 
have good attendance at every service. 

I am sending you some pictures of one of the de- 
votional services. There were 27 prisoners present and 
19 church workers. Five of these were present for 
the first time. Brother Ben Carter started the work 
while he was pastor here. When Brother Carter moved, 
Brother D. R. Gant took charge. As I am pastor now, 
I am really enjoying the good work. 

We certainly appreciate Warden Alford Wells. He 
has been very cooperative with us. The prisoners have 
been permitted to attend Y.P.E. services several times.

My Trip to the British 
West Indies 


On February 15, 1957, in Miami, 
Florida, 9:45 a.m., I boarded a Pan- 
American airplane for Havana, 
Cuba. I was met by Brother Hoyle 
Case, overseer of the island, and 
two of his pastors. We were soon in 
the car and on our way to the local 
pastor’s home and a good meal. I 
enjoyed two days with these good 
folk in Havana. Brother Case is a 
fine Christian, pastor, and over- 
seer, and the work there is mak- 
ing progress under his leadership. 
He is making plans to open other 
churches on the island—one of Sa- 
tan’s seats—where almost six mil- 
lion people live in gross sin and 
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poverty and know practically noth- 
ing about God. 

We had to arise early Sunday 
morning to catch the plane headed 
for Port-au-Prince, Haiti. I had a 
three-hour layover in Camaguey, 
Cuba; I tried to find a church 
around the airport, but failed, so 
I read my Bible and had a little 
service in the waiting room. Our 
plane arrived around 1:00 p.m. 
and we were soon on our way. The 
sun was shining so warm and 
bright on the outside, and within 
my soul I felt at peace with God 
and mankind. At 2:00 p.m. we ar- 
rived in Kingston, Jamaica; I had 
not known I would be routed that 
way, so I did not make plans for a 
service or to meet any of our peo- 
ple there. I am sorry I missed that 
opportunity. However, I was soon on 
my way again and at 3:00 p.m., we 
arrived in Port-au-Prince, Haiti. 

I felt highly honored when a fine 
group of ministers met me: Broth- 
er and Sister James Beaty, Over- 
seer of Haiti; Sister Odine Morse, 
teacher in the school; Brother A. 
W. Brummett, Overseer of B.W.I.; 
Brother James Stephens, Overseer 
of Indiana; and two of his fine 
pastors. They all gave me a hearty 
welcome and I soon felt right at 
home. We then started for our 
church headquarters, going 
through the city and then up a 
winding road, up and up a moun- 
tain. My, what a beautiful place, 
overlooking the city, with the wa- 
ters beyond and the boats on the 
water! It did not take me long to 
find that Brother and Sister Beaty 
with their fine help are doing a 
good work in Haiti. Brother and 
Sister Coleman, their assistants, 
have not been there long, but they 
are getting right into the work. 
Sister Odine Morse, one of the fin- 
est Christian young ladies I have 
ever met, is really on the job there 
and knows what she is doing. She 
and Sister Beaty were so kind to 
show me around when the breth- 
ren were busy with their business 
meetings in the convention. I ap- 
preciated it so very much. I was 
privileged to visit one of the River- 
side memorial buildings. I went in 
alone and knelt to pray, and the 
Lord flooded my soul with His 
presence. I recalled how the people 
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at home had worked to send money 
for the different buildings. 

The way the people worship the 
Lord there did something to me; 
as we would speak to them they 
would lift their hands and really 
worship the Lord. (I had the privi- 
lege to speak one night during the 
convention.) Brother LaCombe is 
the pastor of the local church and 
has a fine congregation of 1,000 
members. He also has a nice church 
building. The convention was won- 
derful and the workers seem to be 
doing their best, but they need 
more workers. The L.W.W.B. had a 
revival before we went over, and I 
understand that 110 people received 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost. 


We enjoyed four wonderful days 
in the Beaty home and going to 
the convention. They were so nice 
to us; we will never forget them. 
Then Brother Brummett and I had 
to get on our way to the Dominican 
Republic, and they took us to the 
airport. While waiting for the 
plane, I especially noticed one 
thing—there was no one in the 
place smoking. In fact, on my 
whole trip I don’t think I saw over 
20 people smoking. It was wonder- 
ful not to be smothered in smoke 
while traveling. 

About 3:30 p.m. Brother Brum- 
mett and I boarded the Pan- 
American clipper for Trujillo, Do- 
minican Republic and another con- 
vention. The mountains were beau- 
tiful as we flew over them. At one 
time the announcer said that we 
were flying over a lake 200 feet 
below sea level. We soon landed 
and after getting through the cus- 
toms office, which always takes 
some time, we were met by Brother 
Horton, overseer of the work there, 
who took us out to his house where 
we met his nice family and en- 
joyed a good meal. 

We had a great convention in 
this place, also. The way those peo- 
ple sing and clap their hands in 
worship to the Lord would thrill 
anyone’s heart. I love them all for 
the way they praise and love our 
Christ. It seems everyone enters in- 
to the worship. We had to speak 
through an interpreter but they 
were so attentive, hanging on to 
every word, then praising the Lord 
for it. I had the privilege of seeing 


a Spanish wedding during this con- 
vention; this was very impressive, 
indeed. I have a little 8-mm cam- 
era, so I took pictures of the wed- 
ding, as well as of many other in- 
teresting sights during my two 
weeks’ stay on the islands. 

Trujillo is a very beautiful city 
with many scenes of interest. We 
went through an old cathedral 
which the guide said was over 400 
years old. It seemed to be still in 
good condition, even to the pews 
and furnishings on the inside. In 
this Catholic church I made pic- 
tures of the bronze casket of Chris- 
topher Columbus. 

There were other visitors from 
the States in this convention: 
Brother and Sister Sharp and Sis- 
ter Heil from Michigan. It was nice 
to meet them and enjoy the con- 
vention together. Brother W. D. Al- 
ton, former Overseer of the Do- 
minican Republic, who at present 
has charge of the school in San 
Juan, also came to the convention 
and served as interpreter. After be- 
ing with him only a short time I 
felt as if I had known him all my 
life. 

The Hortons brought us to the 
airport and we were off again, 
Brother Brummett, Brother Alton, 
and I, this time for San Juan. This 
was Monday afternoon late. As we 
flew above the clouds and watched 
the sun set, I thought on the great- 
ness of God and of the wonderful 
things He had made—things I had 
seen and the things I had not seen. 
I felt so fortunate to know, belong 
to, and love Him. 

Arriving at San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, we were met by the overseer, 
Brother Tony Collazo, Sister Alton, 
Sister Fay and others. We had a 
nice room at the Columbus Hotel 
during our stay there. Sister Alton 
had us out for a nice chicken din- 
ner. 

We had another great conven- 
tion there in San Juan. Brother 
Collazo and Brother Alton are cap- 
able leaders and work together 
beautifully. Sister Fay is also a 
great asset to the work, teaching in 
the school. Young men and women 
who leave home and all that is 
dear to their hearts to help on 
the missions fields certainly have 
my admiration. I appreciated the 
privilege to speak two nights in 























this convention. The dear Lord 
blessed us and my heart was made 
to rejoice again as I watched the 
natives clap their hands in worship 
to Him! An old lady 120 years old, 
still very spry, would stand up be- 
fore the audience and clap her 
hands and praise the Lord. The 
L.W.W.B. in this place worked for 
months in preparation to feed the 
people coming to the convention, 
free. Is not that a commendable 
gesture of hospitality? 

Friday noon I left San Juan for 
Miami, 1,040 miles in a non-stop 
flight. Here I had to leave Brother 
Brummett who was going to the 
Virgin Islands. I enjoyed traveling 
with him and appreciated his kind- 
ness to me. I have known him for 
several years, but did not fully rea- 
lize what a fine Christian and ef- 
ficient worker he is. He has the 
work at heart; as I would hear 
him groaning during the nights I 
knew he was carrying a load. He 
cannot do all that he would like to 
do because of insufficient funds. 
May we all do more for missions! 
On the way back to Miami we flew 
18,000 feet, way above the clouds, 
and they were beautiful. I arrived 
in Miami safe and sound after ex- 
actly two weeks. I asked the Lord 
each time I flew to protect me, and 
He did. I praise Him! 

In closing I should like to say a 
few things to our people here in 
the States. Our church at River- 
side, Georgia, does as much for mis- 
sions as any other church in the 
movement, I suppose, but after see- 
ing what I have on this trip, I rea- 
lize how little we are doing. I have 
never had anything to affect me 
as this trip has. I feel that we must 
do more for the cause of Christ. I 
think I cried more in the past two 
weeks than I have in ten years be- 
fore this. We are in a land of plen- 
ty, with churches by the thou- 
sands. We beg and plead with peo- 
ple to come to church, even offer 
prizes, and still many times we can- 
not fill the building. On the islands 
all one has to do is to announce a 
service, and the building is filled 
and running over. The night I 
spoke in Port-au-Prince, Haiti, the 
pastor said there were twelve hun- 
dred in the building. There was 
hardly room to walk in the doors; 
the windows and aisles were full. 


One young man said he traveled 
three days to get to the convention. 
I cannot keep the tears back as I 
review in my mind the things I 
saw while on those islands. 

During the convention in the Do- 
minican Republic there was a dis- 
cussion concerning a group of peo- 
ple who had no shepherd and who 
could be won for the Church of 
God. A young native man stood 
up and said that although he had 
a small-paying job he would give 
it up and take the little church, 
with no promise of a living; in fact, 
there were no funds to help him. 
I planned then to do something 
about that situation, and last Sun- 
day when I told about it in our 
church, a nice couple, members of 
our church, stood up and said they 
would support him. Praise the 
Lord! 

Every church that possibly can 
should send their pastor on a trip 
to these islands. If this could hap- 
pen, it would not be long until the 
Church of God would be a greater 
missions movement than it has 
ever been before. There would 
probably be tens of thousands of 
souls saved that may otherwise be 
lost. Riverside Church sent me, and 
I appreciate it so much and will 
forever be grateful to them. 


The overseers of the islands are 
happy for our ministers to visit 
them. Brother Brummett invited 
me back next year, to go to some 
of the other islands, and although 
I have a few years behind me, I 
shall be happy to go again if the 
Lord makes a way for me. That is 
the reason I cannot retire; the fire 
is burning in my soul and I can’t 
quit! 

May the Lord richly bless all the 
folks on these islands and give our 
workers many souls for their labor 
of love, is my sincere wish and 
prayer for them. There are 652 
preachers in the B.W.I., 28,000 
members and 50,000 followers.
